M ilw a u k e e , March 2 2—The w e st­ 
ern blizzard is destined to play a three 
n ig h ts' stand in Wisconsin, beginning 
at once. 
Snow and colder is the fore­ 
cast sent out by Observer Moore today. 


Om a h a , M arch 22. —The blizzard now 
prevailing in the northw est is playing 
havoc w ith the m oving of train s on 
the B urlington system, the telegram s 
received a t headquarters indicating 
th a t from Seneca, Neb., to Sheridan, 
Wyo., a storm of uncom m only large 
proportions was raging. 
At G illette 
and Sheridan it is said the cuts are 
jam m ed -with snow to such an extent 
th a t all 
train s 
have 
been 
held 
a t 
division 
points. 
From 
tele­ 
gram s 
received 
from 
points 
all 
over the 
B urlington 
system 
it is 
learned th a t lig h t snows and rains are 
prevailing and the 
therm om eter is 
running down. 
The Union Pacific has 
n ot been so hard h it as the B urling­ 
ton, although telegram s 
announce 
th a t six feet of snow has fallen in the 
last forty-eight hours w est of Pine 
Bluffs, th e blizzard extending from 
L exington w estw ard. 
So general has 
been the fall of snow betw een N orth 
P latte and Cheyenne th a t the rotary 
plows w ere ordered out and the w ork 
of clearing the tracks has been com­ 
menced. 
The blizzard 
is moving 
steadily 
tow ard the M issouri river. 
Dispatches 
from points in the interior indicate 
th a t it has traveled eastw ard about 
150 miles in tw enty-four hours. 
The 
farm ers welcome the snow, as the 
ground in m any places has been too 
hard to work. 
T here w ill be b u t little 
dam age to w inter w heat, as the snow 
is deep enough to prevent the ground 
from freezing.

heaviest snow storm since March, 1878, 
broke over this region yesterdaj’. 
A 
foot of snow has fallen, and, w ith a 
high n o rth wind, has drifted badly.

The St. Francis river is 
also on the ram page and great dam age 
has been done along its banks.

Stockm en are fearful th a t there will 
be a heavy loss of stock on the ranges, 
especially in the northern portion of 
th e state, w here the w inter has been 
unusually severe and the feed very 
scarce.

storm in northern W yoming is one of 
the w orst blizzards in the history of 
th a t section. 
It is feared th a t the 
ranges w ill be covered w ith cattle suc­ 
cum bing to the exposure of the bliz­ 
zard, and the sheep ow ners are alm ost 
in despair. 
T here are rum ors of death 
by exposure, b ut these can neither be 
verified nor contradicted, as it is next 
to im possible to take any action to find 
out the 
truth. R eports from the 
neighboring ranches, m eagerly as they 
come in, indicate th a t the property 
loss w ill be great. 
Thousands of cat­ 
tle are know n to be off their usual 
w inter quarters and are aw ay from 
sh elter of any kind. 
It w ill be impos­ 
sible to save them from alm ost to tal 
d estruction unless the blizzard breaks 
soon.

paym ent. 
The 
paym ent 
of the tax is to be a bar to prosecution 
under the prohibition law. 
The sales 
of 
liquor are not legalized and a 
failure to pay the tax brings down 
all the present penalties for viola­ 
tion. 
No sales are to be made on Sun­ 
days or betw een the hours of IO p. 
rn. and 5 a. rn. 
Sales to m inors d ru n k ­ 
ards or graduates of Keeley institutes 
are prohibited. 
No 
music, games, 
tables or attractions w ill be allowed 
and no female persons shall be em­ 
ployed around places where liquor is 
sold.

Several Children Seriously Hurt In a 
Fire In a Chicago Suburb—Pupils 
Jump 
From 
W indow s—Brave 
Work 
of Teachers 
and 
Older 
Pupils. 


Chicag o, M arch 22.—Fire destroyed 
the South Evanston public school a t 
10:30 • o’clock yesterday and in the 
paliic th a t seized the terror-stricken 
pupils and teachers several children 
w ere 
badly 
injured. 
Five 
hun­ 
dred 
boys 
and 
girls 
were 
in 
the building a t the tim e and it w as 
only by rare good fortune th a t scores 
of them were not burned or tram pled 
to death in the mad rush for the doors. 
In the excitem ent following the dis­ 
covery of the fire a crowd of piipils 
ran up to the top floor in a w ild en­ 
deavor to flee 
from the flames and 
smoke, and ‘were there hemmed in. 
Several of them jum ped from the w in­ 
dow’ ledges and were hurt. 
They are: 
N ewell Simmons, head cut and shoulder 
dislocated. 
E lla S ageut, leg broken. 
P ercy B r a d le y , hip dislocated and in­ 
ternal injuries. 
E sth e r B eerd en , jumped from third- 
story w indow ; head and shoulders injured. 
Lucy H u x to b le, found unconscious on 
the third floor; burned about head and 
face. 
A nderson, Carrie, aged 8 years, face and 
hands burned. 
G regory, L ee, aged 13 years, bruised by 
jum ping from third-story window. 
Johnson, J en n ie, aged 12 years, uncon­ 
scious from inhaling smoke, face and 
hands badly burned. 
Johnson, F rank, firem an, hand cut by 
broken glass. 
Moore, A my, aged 12 years, face and hands 
burned. 
S immons, N oel, aged 13 years, head and 
shoulders bruised by jum ping from third 
story. 
Sam uel, M ale, chest hurt by catching the 
children who jumped. 
The 
burning building was 
sur­ 
rounded by a crowd of agonized men 
and women w’hose children were in 
danger and who added to the intense 
excitem ent 
by 
striving to 
break 
through the police lines to rescue the 
im prisoned little ones. 
The building 
w as three and a half stories in height. 
Miss Foster, a teacher in a lower 
grade, 
discovered 
the fire ju st as 
the children were preparing to go 
out for recess. 
She had gone to a 
closet for her hat, and had no sooner 
opened the door than flames burst into 
the room w ith a roar. 
The children 
were paralyzed w ith fear for an instant, 
and made no effort to escape. 
Then 
they fell to scream ing and all rushed 
to the doors. 
Miss F oster ran hastily 
up-stairs to the office of F. IV. Nichols. 
the principal, and the panic-stricken 
pupils followed her blind w ith fright. 
T here were 200 pupils on the first 
floor. 
Most of them ran out to the 
yard. 
Some of the last to reach the 
door became terrorized a t the sight of 
the flames raging a t their backs and 
rushed upstairs. 
Those on the second 
and third floors were com ing down in 
charge of the teachers, who tried to 
preserve order. 
Some of the pupils 
ran to the windows in the hallw ay on 
the third floor and raised them. People 
in the yard below’ shouted to them to 
rem ain quiet, b u t several clam bered 
out on th e ledges, prepared to jump. 
The scene about the burning build­ 
ing was appalling. 
The firemen w ere 
endeavoring to lift ladders to the win­ 
dows, w hile the parents in the yard 
and streets about the schoolhouse were 
shouting to the children clinging to 
the windows to hang on or go back 
and descend the stairs. 
Finally a boy 
stood up in a third-story window’ and 
jum ped to the ground, forty feet below. 
It was Newell Simmons. 
He fell on 
his shoulders and wras picked up s o u l ­ 
less. 
Almost im m ediately afterw ard 
E sther Burden leaped from an adjacent 
window on the same floor. 
The Sag- 
e rt girl stragk squarely on her feet 
and sank to the ground w ith a shriek 
of pain. 
Physicians say th a t her rig h t 
leg is broken and th a t she may hafe 
sustained serious internal injuries. 
The crowd in the yard w atched the 
children in the building w ith the most 
painful 
interest. 
P aren ts 
rushed 
about fran tically asking if th eir chil­ 
dren w’ere safe and inquiring of teach­ 
ers if they had seen th eir missing 
boys or girls. 
The fire made quick w’ork of the 
school house. 
The building is a total 
loss. 
It was erected in 1881, improved 
in 1889, and w as valued a t £50,000. 
It 
contained ten rooms and accommo­ 
dated over 500 pupils. 
Nobody know s 
w’h a t caused the tire. The fire m arshal 
is m aking an investigation. 
The fire caused a g reat sensation in 
the suburb. 
Men whose children a t­ 
tended the school locked their shops 
w hen they heard of th# fire and ran 
to the scene to render assistance. Wo­ 
men came hurrying from the adjoining 
houses and a erowd of 5,000 people had 
gathered before the fire had burned 
half an hour. 
The first floor w as to­ 
tally destroyed w ithin fifteen m inutes 
after the discovery of the fire, b u t for­ 
tunately the stairw ay from the second 
and third stories held firm u n til the 
pupils seated there had descended to 
th e yard.

tariff bill, will have the rig h t of way 
and will be liable to shut out all other 
measures, except such as are unob­ 
jected to.

the 
length of session will be fu rth er in­ 
creased. 
It is well known, however, 
th a t as long as the finance com m ittee 
continues to push the bill it w ill be 
next to impossible to transact other 
business and there is a rush to get 
through w ith pending legislation. 
It 
is probable th at next T hursday w ill be 
the last time the senate will ad jo u rn 
over until Monday until the tariff bill 
is disposed of. 
Senator Brice of Ohio, who wras the 
chief mover for the caucus of the dem­ 
ocratic senators. thinks the tariff bill 
as reported from the com m ittee will 
pass the senate, but th a t the senate 
am endm ents 
will 
be 
m aterially 
changed in the house and in conference 
before the bill is finally agreed upon. 
Senator Gorman of M aryland said 
th a t he thought w ith probably a few 
small changes the bill would be likely 
to pass, w ith the support of all the 
dem ocrats of the senate.

how very few p lay­ 
ers there are who 
are capable of im­ 
position satisfac- 
iner the im portant 
torily. 
A good captain is as necessary, 
if not more so, to the success of a team 
than a good manager. 
The 
latter 
looks after the general w elfare of the 
players off the field and sits on the 
bench w ith them at times. 
Hut the 
m anager on the bench is more or less 
a bluff, and the head work and play­ 
in g of fine points of the gam e eventu­ 
a lly devolve upon the captain. 
A m anager can, of course, command 
his players to sacrifice at certain tim es 
w hen the stage of the gam e dem ands 
it and can “shake up” his men when 
they prefer the bench to the coaching 
lines, but it is the captain w hose head 
w ork generally does the business, and 
a team w ith a sharp, shrewd, hustling 
captain w ill in the end w in more 
gam es for his team than w ill the m an­ 
ager. 
Probably Caph Anson com bines as 
many of the qualities for both as any 
one in the business. 
The “old m an” 
has th e advantage of nearly tw enty 
consecutive years" service, but it is 
doubtful, even w ith his experience, if 
his work of the past few years has ex ­ 
celled that done by him in his earlier 
days as a m anager. 
Then he w as 
fortunate in having players of marked 
and uniform ability and ones that even 
he could scarcely give points to. 
And 
y et w ith such players as “Ed” W illiam ­ 
son, the “dandy” of them all, “K ing” 
Kelly’, Hums, Pfeffer and 
Flint, the 
“old man” w as prom inent in such fast 
com pany, and his 
individuality 
was 
ju st as prom inent 
in 
his 
team 
of 
cham pions as in his 
present team. 
It is 
j u s t t h e s a m e 
strong individuali­ 
ty that has made 
Anson so success­ 
ful. 
He is alw ays 
a prom inent figure 
in every game, and 
is as popular w ith 
patsy tebeau. 
lovers of the gam e throughout the 
country now as he w’as in the height 
of his prosperity and ability. 
His 
players alw ays respected him. 
A captain to hold the obedient re­ 
spect of his players m ust be their 
equal surely in playing ability. 
To be 
their superior in th at respect is an 
added advantage. 
A ball player is the 
m ost sensitive of creatures to public 
approval or disapprobation. 
He w ill 
stm t around w ith his chest out and 
pick out his friends to converse w ith 
w hen things are goin g his way, and 
he is w afted to the top wave of popu­ 
larity by the approving 
shouts of 
thousands of spectators for a w inning 
h it or a brilliant bit of fielding dis­ 
play. 
A t such a tim e, too, he feels as 
if it would be low ering his dignity to 
abject depths to listen to his captain's 
orders too closely’. 
In fact, he know s 
it a ll him self. 
A home run at a criti­ 
cal stage has ruined many a ball 
player 
w ith 
a 
norm al 
cranium 
developm ent. 
The sw ellin g of that 
im portant 
part 
of 
his 
anatom y 
has been often too abrupt, and look­ 
ing for nothing but home runs there­ 
after, he often lost the ability 
to g et 
anything else, even his salary. 
A t other tim es not so fortunate the 
player would make errors in profu­

He may have a good head for it and all 
that, but actions, not ideas, count. 
John M. Ward m akes a good captain 
for the reason that he can perform and 
tries for everything he expects and 
orders his men to do. 
He know s how 
the gam e should be played to obtain 
the best results. 
He is quick to grasp 
a point and quick to execute. 
He 
makes error and would be no good if 
he didn't, 
lie tries for everything. 
John has a disposition, 
perhaps, to 
find £ fau lt 
a 
little 
too quickly 
w ith his men for errors, and* at tim es 
is too much depressed by hard luck, 
w hich has a corresponding effect on 
his men, and he som etim es aggravates 
an umpire more than he should for his 
team 's best interests, but in the main 
the G iants’ captain is all right, and we 
w ouldn't exchange him for any player 
in the profession. 
He w ill have a d if­ 
ferent team to direct this year than 
last, and if he doesn’t land them one, 
two, three, we w ill eat crow and call 
it turkey’.

C haracteristics of Some of the Classic 
W riters Briefly Touched Upon By 
Prof. Layton and the 
Philosophy 
of Composition As Affecting Stud­ 
ents Discussed. 


Professor E. E. Layton gave the high 
school pupils a significant ta lk on 
mufcic this m orning. 
He began by in ­ 
sisting th a t music was not in any 
sense a mere am usem ent, b u t w as a t 
once a science and art. 
“ It is a useful discipline,” he said, 
“ and educational to a high degree, as 
it strengthens and purifies both the 
m ental and m oral powers. 
You know 
full well th a t all true and com plete 
education em braces both th e intellect 
and m orals and w ithout this our life 
is a failure. 
Music is also a beautiful 
and poetic tone-language. expressed 
in rhythm s as sym m etrical as the most 
finished word-poem. 
T he language of 
music requires years of study before 
its 
subtle 
and 
delicate 
th o u g h t 
can 
be 
m astered, 
and 
assim ilated, 
cu t it is w ell 
w orth 
the effort and toil, for I need not re­ 
mind you th a t th e rich gold of in tel­ 
lectual and artistic accom plishm ent 
comes not except by earnest and con­ 
secrated brain-digging. 
T he 
vast 
m ajority of cu r people have no clear 
perception of the high aud im portant 
mission of music, and stran g e to say, 
they give th eir opinions in regard to 
the a rt w ith as much assurance as 
does the learned judge of ju risp ru ­ 
dence upon th e various phases of his 
professional w ork. 
One reason for 
this peculiar and lam entable state of 
affairs is found in th e fact th a t the 
kind of music for w hicn th e people 
clam or is not of th e grade w hich in ­ 
structs, elevates and refines and they 
become befogged upon its 
im portant 
principles and are renderedtim parvious 
to all tru e a rt culture. 
They are like 
the little boy of dim e novel prccli 'Hies 
w ho 
can see as 
m uch grace and 
beauty in a L alla Rookh or G ray's 
Elegy a s can a F igi Islander. 
It is 
needless to say, therefore, th a t the 
aforesaid and present vast m ajority 
are u tterly 
beyond m usical recon­ 
struction. and it is to ydu of th e ris­ 
ing generation th a t we look for a 
higher understanding, estim ate and 
appreciation 
of 
th e 
transcendent 
w orth 
of 
tru e 
art. 
C ulti­ 
vate 
a 
ta ste 
for th e tru e and 
good 
in 
all 
literatu re 
and 
a rt and avoid all 
sham s 
as you 
would a pestilence. W hen in th e nam e 
of M ozart and H andel w ill th e peo­ 
ple of 
th is country consum e in the 
blazing fires of a righteous indigna­ 
tion all bogus m usicians and “ quacks?” 
In your cultivation of 
art-ideas and 
ideals, accept only th a t w hich upon 
high and acknow ledged authority you 
know to be thoroughly reliable. 
You 
do not have to ta k e an exhaustive 
course in th e study of m usic in order 
to 
g et 
some 
considerable 
de­ 
gree of 
appreciation of 
th e rep­ 
utable and cultured class of music. 
I 
had an a rtist friend east (a talented 
p ain ter of landscape) who, by careful 
cultivation of taste and appreciation, 
by listening w ith discrim inative and 
receptive h eart and m ind to the beau 
ties of tru e m usical a r t and judicious 
criticism thereon, form ed an accurate 
and delightful fund of general m usi­ 
cal know ledge w hich w as a source of 
g re a t joy and com fort to him. 
And 
you all can do likew ise. 
Read up 
th e m ain point in m usical history, b i­ 
ography and aesthetics and you w ill 
th en tak e m ore in terest in and listen 
w ith a b etter understanding to the 
w orks of the m asters. 
In our city li­ 
brary you w ill find a helpful series of 
biography and history com oined called 
th e “ Tone M asters” and you should 
all read th is short and interesting ser­ 
ies and learn som ething of the life and 
w ork of Bach, H andel, H ayden, Mo­ 
zart, Beethoven, 
and M endlessohn. 
T hen th ere are m ore elaborate biogra­ 
phies th a n this series m entioned, also 
com plete historical w orks of th e a rt 
w hich you can read later on if you de­ 
sire. 
In addition, as I have previous­ 
ly intim ated, you m ust miss no oppor­ 
tu n ity to listen to th e w orks of the 
m asters 
and 
to 
g et 
thorough­ 
ly 
fam iliar 
w ith 
th eir 
varied 
charm s and graces. Rem em ber th a t 
Music has its Shakespeare, its M ilton, 
its W ordsw orth, .its Longfellow , and 
the rising generation is expected to 
be as w ell inform ed along general and 
stan d ard m usical lines as upon the 
piincipal phases of literary art. 
Re­ 
m em ber also th a t Bacon tells us there 
is no g re a t w ork of beauty th a t has 
not some elem ent of strangeness in 
its proportions. 
So do n o t be discour­ 
aged if a t first your m ind cannot grasp 
all th e beauties w hich lie w ithin the 
enchanted role of a m usical m aster­ 
piece, b u t persevere in your art-cul- 
ture, and in tim e music w ill become to 
you a delightful panoram a of paradise, 
replete w ith th e pure flaw ing springs 
of a M endelossohn, th e high and in ­ 
spiring m ountains of a Beethoven, the 
healthful and elevated plains of a 
Bach and th e 
exquisitely fra g ra n t 
flowers of a Chopin.”
